The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

Claims 1 ,9,10 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Weimer et al. 

Weimer et al '522 discloses formation of a gate stack including gate dielectric layer 106, polysilicon 
layer 104, metal nitride barrier layer 102, metal layer 100, patterning of the gate stack, formation of nitride 
or oxide spacers 1 14A and 1 14B and selective oxidation of the polysilicon layer using a specific 
atmosphere to reduce or prevent oxidation of the metal layer 100 [0034]-[0043]. Note that the selective 
oxidation process is disclosed to be useful notwithstanding the presence of the spacers. In that process 
the water vapor combines with the tungsten to produce gaseous WH2O4 (Lim 2004/0266154, of record). 

Applicant does not address the reaction of the water vapor and tungsten to produce gaseous 

WH2O4. 

Claims 9,14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wege et al 
2002/0011461. 

Wege et al discloses oxidation of a metal containing layer in the presence of polysilicon (col.3, 
lines 1 9-25 and col.5, lines 1 8-35). 



Claims 9,14 and 15 do not require the presence of metal vapor or the associated combining of the 
metal vapor with a "first composition". 
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Claims 1 1 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Claims are allowed.
